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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's amendments filed 08/25/2006, with respect to the specification and 
claims have been fully considered and are acceptable. The objection to the 
specification and claims, as well as the prior rejection of the claims is withdrawn. 

2. Applicant did not amend the drawings under the reasoning that is was not 
necessary due to the numerals in the drawing being mapped out in the specification. 
However, Examiner maintains his objection based on the need for clarity and ease of 
review for the public as well as other Examiner's whom may use the instant application, 
as a later prior art reference. Moreover, there appears to be enough room below the 
numeral labels in the drawings submitted 08/05/2004 for corresponding textual labels. In 
addition, the drawings appear have items that are not labeled which may be 
misinterpreted as stray items. See drawing objections below for details. 

Drawings 

3. The drawings are objected to because Fig. 1 and 2 should include textual labels 
associated with numeric labels whenever possible for clarity. Also Fig. 3 has arrows in 
sub-Figures (a) and (b) which look like a stylus/pen for a touch-screen display but have 
no labels. These can be considered artifacts in the drawings. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.
